Employers of Women and 


Minors Must Keep Register 


[Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, July 3.— 


Effective Saturday, ^ law will go on 
the statutes requiring employers of 
women and minors, at the request of 
the minimum wage commission, 
to 


keep a record of the hours worked by 
the employes, the .Intent of the new 
legislation beins to further protect th« 
workers under the law which requires 
employers to keep a record of the 
weekly wages paid. Violation of the 
act carries a fine of from 55 to 550 
for each specific offense. 


The additional legislation was enact- 


ed In order that the commission might 
secura facts through which it can 
accurately 
determine 
whether 
the 


hourly, daily, or weekly wago is fair!> 
fixed, both as this affects the employer 
and the employe. 


The law, in its .complete form, la as 


follows: 


Every employer of women and mln 


ors shall Keep a registry of the names 
addresses and occupations of all worn 
en and minors employed by him, to 
gether with a record of 
the amoun 


paid each week to each woman am 
minor, and If the commission shall s 
require shall keep for a specified peri 
od, not exceeding six months, a recor 
of the hours worked by such employes 
and shall on request of tha commisslu 
or the bureau of statistics permit a 
inspection of the register and an ex 
amination of such parts of the book

IMPORTANT LAW 


Employers of Women and 
Minors Must Keep Register 


(Special to The Sun) 


STATE HOUSE, Boston, July 3.— 


Effective Saturday, a law will go on 
tho statutes requiring employers of 
women and minors, at the.rcquest of 
the minimum wage commission, to 
keep a record of the hours worked by 
the employes, the Intent of the new 
legislation being to further protect the 
workers under the law which requires 
employers to keep a record of the 
weekly wages paid. 
Violation of the 


act carries a fine of from $5 to $50 
for each specific offense. 


The additional legislation wag enact- 


ed in order that the commission might 
secure facts through which it can 
accurately 
determine 
whether 
the 


hourly, daily, or weekly wage is fairly 
fixed, both as this affects tha employer 
and tho employe. 


The law. In Its complete form, is as 


follows: 


Every employer of women and min- 


ors shall keep a registry of the names, 
addresses and occupations of all wom- 
en and minors employed by him, to- 
gether with a record of 
the amount 


paid each week to each woman and 
minor, and if the commission shall s.i 
require shall keep for a specified peri- 
od, not exceeding six months, a record 
of the hours worked by such employes, 
and shall on request of the commission 
or the bureau of statistics permit an 
inspection of the register and an ci- 
amlnation of such parts of the books 
a"d records of tho employers as relate 


to the wages paid women and minors 
and tho hours worked by euch em- 
ployes. 


Any employer falling to keep a re~- 


Ister or records as herein provided or 
refusing to permit their inspection or 
examination, shall be deemed guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than five nor more 
than fifty dollars for each offense. Tho 
commission shall also have the power 
to 
subpoena 
witnesses, 
administer 


oaths and take testimony. 
Such wit- 


nesses shall be summoned in the samo 
manner and paid from the treasury 
of tho commonwealth the same fees 
as witnesses before the superior court.
